“Chieveley, Camp. Dec. 15, 6:20 p. rn. 
—I regret to report a serious reverse 
I 
moved in full strength from onr camp 
near Chieveley at 4 o’clock this morning. 
There are tw o fordable places in the 
Tugela river and it was my intention to 
force a passage through one of them. 
They are about two miles apart. 
“ My intention was to force one or the 
other w ith one brigade supported by a 
central brigade. 
General H art was to 
attack the left d rift, General Hilyard 
the right road and General Lyttleton 
was to take the center and to support 
either. Early in the day I saw th at Gen. 
H art would not be able to force a pass 
age and I directed him to w ithdraw . He 
had, however, attacked w ith great gal 
lantry. and his leading battalion, the 
C onnaught rangers, I fear suffered a 
great deal. 
Colonel I. G. Brooke was 
seriously wounded 
“I theu ordered General H ildyard to 
advance, which he did, and his leading 
regim ent, the East Surrey, occupied Co 
lense station and the houses near the 
bridge. 
A t th at m om ent I heard that 
the whole artillery I had sent to support 
the attack -th e Fourteenth aud Sixty 
sixth field batteries, and six naval 12 
pounder quick firing guns, under Col 
Long—had advanced close to the river, 
in Long s desire to be w ithin effective 
range. 
It proved to be full of the em­ 
my, who suddenly opened a galling fire 
a t close range, killing all their horsed 
and the gunners were compelled to 
stand to their guns. Some of the wagon 
team s got shelter for the troops in a 
donga and a desperate efforts were bt - 
ing made to bring out the field guns. 
Tho fire, however, was too severe, and 
only two were saved by Captain Bch •- 
field and some drivers, whose nam es I 
will furnish. 


“ Another most gallant attem pt with

drivers were wounded. I would n o t; 
allow another attem pt

by artillery, I directed the troops to 
withdraw, which they did in 
goo-1 
order. 
“Tttmughont the day a considerable 
force of enemy wa* pressing on my 
right Hank. but wa* kept back by 
mounted men under Lord Dundonald 


and part of General G artol’s brigade. 
The day wa* intensly hot and most try ­ 
ing on the troops whose conduct was ex­ 
cellent. 
We have abandoned lh guns 
and lost 
- shell fire I. 
Th# loss in 
General H a ils brigade, I fear is heavy, 
although the proportion of severely 
wounded. I hope is not large 
The 
Fourteenth and Sixty-aixth field bat­ 
teries also suffered severely 
We have 
retired to our camn af Chievriey.”

It is reported th a t Sir Alfred Milner, 
the British high commissioner of South 
A frica and governor of Cape Colony, 
dem ands assent of the im perial govern­ 
m ent to a proclam ation of m artial law 
throughout Cape Colony. 
Lord Salis­ 
bury is unw illing to grant such a re­ 
quest, save as the very last resort, as 
such a dangerous confession as to the 
gravity of the B ritish position would be 
offering positive inducem ents to E ng­ 
land's enemies to take advantage of the 
extrem ity. 
Sir Alfred Milner reports th at Dutch 
disaffection has now reached a point 
where ordinary law is useless to stem it. 
He w ants power not only to m ake sum ­ 
m ary arrests w ithout a w arrant of sus­ 
pected persons and tho right to detain 
them w ithout trial, bnf also the power 
to suppress Dutch newspapers through­ 
out the colony, which insist upon pub­ 
lishing accounts of British reverses and 
criticism s on the war. 
Milner is de­ 
clared to be in a state of hysteria over 
the aw ful m iscarriage of his policy and 
the ruinous price England is paying for 
following his advice

The w ar office made public the report 
of General Buffer's defeat shortly after 
midnight. 
The ticker service, for some 
reason, broke down after the first JOO 
words and the w ar office was crowded 
in 20 m inutes by men who drove caba 
from the U nited Service club, the N a­ 
tional Liberal club and other public re ­ 
sorts clam oring for the news. 
The re ­ 
port was posted and crowds stood about 
cursing. There was no clamor, but men 
w ith oaths in their m ouths said it means 
the calling out of all the m ilitia aud 
this means th at volun' oers are to be 
sum moned for duty 
A ttacks on the nerves of the British has 
disappeared and the only perm anent 
effect of the serious news has caused a 
more set determ ination to achieve the 
task the country has undertaken. 
D eparting troops are more vehemently 
cheered than usual and the troops them 
selves display even much greater desire 
to reach the front.

Legs as Bait for Leeches. 
Tho way that leech farmers 
go 
about their business is interesting. 
Raving fenced and watered a suitable 
meadow, they proceed to sow it with 
leeches by scattering them broad­ 
cast on the land from sacks contain­ 
ing 15,000 leaches each. 
All that is 
now necessary is to provide for the 
crop plenty of water and plenty of 
blood. The usual method of provid­ 
ing the latter was to drive old horses 
and cattle into the inclosure; 
but 
sometimes fresh blood from a slaugh­ 
terhouse was suppl ' d. 
When re­ 
quired, the 
leeches are 
caught by 
throwing a fresh sheepskin into the 
water. 
When the skin is taken out 
hundreds 
of 
leeches 
arc 
found 
clinging to it; but a more primitive 
custom, and one still employed 
by 
collectors, is to wade in 
the water 
and allow the leeches to fix upon the 
bare legs. 
Miss Mary Kingsley, in her “T ra­ 
vels in West Africa.” 
relates that 
once, passing through a deep swamp, 
which reached to their chins, they 
all got horribly infested with leeches, 
having a frill of them 
arond their 
necks like astrakhan 
collars when 
they emerged. 
The land leeches of the East are 
also troublesome to both cattle and 
men. 
So abundant are they in some 


Marts that soldiers and workmen are 
sometimes fatally weakened by the 
minute but persistent blood-letting. 
It is calculated 
that 30,000,000 
were used annually in France and 
England alone. 
A single company 
in Australia used to export 2,000,000 
to 3,000,000 per year to Europe and 
America. 
One Parisian capitalist 
affirmed that his leech crops return­ 
ed him 15 lo I, anditis recorded that
